Gates Finds Retired Pay Money; 


Asks Congress To O.K. 1 February Date 


ECRETARY of Defense Gates has 

notified Congress that he has found 
he can squeeze $10.5 million out of the 
current budget to equalize retired pay 
effective 1 February. 

In his first communication to Capitol 
Hill after taking over the top Pentagon 
post, Secretary Gates advised the Chair- 
men of the House and Senate Armed 
Services Committees that he favors a 
pay adjustment for those retired prior 
to 1 June 1958. 

He said the Pentagon has restudied 
its earlier position and now believes it 
is “only equitable and fair to reestablish 
the traditional relationship between ac- 


tive duty pay and retired pay.” 

The adjustment, he said, will cost about 
$24.5 million in fiscal ’61, and about $10.5 
million for the last five months of fiscal 
60, 

The latter funds, Secretary Gates said, 
were not included in the budget, but “it 
is believed that such cost could be ab- 
sorbed within funds heretofore made 
available by the Congress.” 

Former Secretary McElroy had insisted 
repeatedly that a supplemental appropri- 
ation would be necessary if the pay ad- 
justment was to be instituted during the

ENERAL Thomas S. Power, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Strategic Air 
Command, has declared that centralized 
control and command of all weapons in 


the Nation’s strategic arsenal is ‘“man- 
datory.” 
The Commander of the Free World's 


primary deterrent and retaliatory force 
maintains that the present system of com- 
mand control over the total strategic ca- 
pability of the U. S. Armed Forces “is 
not satisfactory.” 

General Power stated these convictions 
in an interview with THE JOURNAL at 
SAC’s $10 million Command Center here, 
from which the global operations of his 
JCS command are directed. 

The views of the Nation’s top 
strategic commander were expressed on 
the eve of a new Congressional session 
Which is certain to see the Armed Serv- 
lees and Appropriations Committees ex- 
plore in depth the deployment concepts 
for such new strategic weapons as the 


SAC Atlas and Titan ICBM’s and the 
Navy’s Polaris submarines, the first of 
which, George Washington, is slated for 
operational service in 1960. 

Navy leaders have said that operational 
control of Polaris submarines must be 
held by fleet commanders, This was stated 
forcefully by VAdm. William R, Smed- 





Will SAC Change Name?

Generalissimo Advises CINCPAC Newsmen 
That Red China Faces Rising Unrest 


TAIPEL, TAIWAN 

HE Republic of China completes its 

10th year on this island, 100 miles off 

the mainland, with an armed force of 

more than 600,000 hard-trained, deter- 
mined men, 

Free China’s aspiration, which colors all 
of its acts and thinking, is to return to 
the mainland, overthrow the Communist 
government, and restore freedom to its 
people. 

President Chiang Kai-shek told mem- 
bers of the CINCPAC Press Group tour- 
ing the Far East that this return will take 
place when the people in Red China rise 
up in revolt against their oppressors. 
There are growing signs of discontent on 


the mainland, the Generalissimo said, 
adding that the revulsion of the Chinese 
people against the Red leaders is growing 
even faster than many of his people had 
expected, 

The Communist leaders, President 
Chiang reported, are well aware of the 
unrest and it is for this reason that Mao 
has been traveling throughout the coun- 
try trying to sell the Communist ideology 
to the people. In spite of the words of the 
Red leaders, he said, the commune system 
has collapsed. 

Because most of the Red fighting forces 
are drawn from the agricultural regions 
of China, which is the portion suffering

The action of Secretary Gates in 
breaking the bottleneck on retired 
pay equalization may be followed 
by his review of two instances in 
which the Pentagon has failed to 
implement Congressional authori 
zations. 

Mindful that Senators and 
Representatives do not look with 
favor on their actions being dis- 
regarded, Secretary Gates seem- 
ingly would do well to find out 
why the Pentagon has not imple- 
mented Officer Respsonsibility Pay 
and has permitted enlisted Pro- 
ficiency Pay of only $30 per month 
compared with the $150 ceiling 
voted by Congress.

In a story in last week’s issue, Tug Jour- 
NAL speculated that Secretary Gates 
might find the necessary funds, thereby 
paving the way for quick implementation 
of a retired pay change early in 1960. 

The Defense Secretary's subsequent ac- 
tion closely parallels the desires ex- 
pressed by President Eisenhower last 
summer and first disclosed in THe Jour- 
NAL. The President said that, if necessary, 
he would include, a funds request in his 
fiscal '61 budget to pay for the first full- 
year’s cost, but added that he hoped 
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money could be found to pay for the 
changeover, effective 1 January 1960, 

“Net result” of the pay adjustment, Sec- 
retary Gates said, will be an increase in 
morale, efficiency and effectiveness of the 
active duty career members of the Armed 
Forces and an avoidance of “discrimina- 
tion against retired personnel who served 
their country faithfully and well.” 

Draft legislation which Secretary Gates 
forwarded to the two Congressional com- 
mittees would make the pay change ap- 
plicable only to those retired under laws 
in effect since 1 October 1949 (date of the 
Career Compensation Act). 





A JOURNAL study (14 March 1959) 
showed that the cost of including those 
retired prior to 1 October 1949 would be 
only about $ million. 

It can be expected that some members 
of Congress will fight to include this 
group when hearings open on the pro- 
posal, The argument will be made that 
many of those who elected to remain un- 
der the older laws did so without a full 
or clear understanding of how the elec- 
tion could operate to their disadvantage 
in succeeding years. 

Secretary Gates did not give a Service-

Throughout the Armed Forces, the con- 
troversial directive, which THE JOURNAL 
publishes in full text on page 9, will be in- 
terpreted as “changing the rules in the 
middle of the game.” 

The purpose of the directive, promul- 
gated by Secretary Gates one day after 
taking office, is stated as follows: 

“To establish for career officers a re- 
quirement for a tour of duty with a Joint, 
Combined, Allied or Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense Staff to qualify for pro- 





motion to general or flag officer ranks.” 

Immediately it will be noted that this 
does not mention “Specified Commands,” 
such as SAC or the all-service command 
which handled the Lebanon operation, 

It is obvious that former Secretary of 
Defense McElroy laid the groundwork 
for the promotion directive, At his fare- 
well news conference, he stressed the 
need for Joint, Combined, Allied, and OSD 
duty among officers in top assignments. 

The Services, of course, long have rec- 
ognized this. In working out career pat- 
terns for outstanding officers, the Serv- 
ices have tried, wherever possible, to 








broaden their experience and prepara- 
tion for top posts with just such assign- 
ments. 

However, there are large numbers of 
instances in which the “needs of the Serv- 
ice” and over-all National Defense con- 
siderations have prevented assignment of 
officers to staff positions. 

One example should be immediately ap- 
parent to Congress, This is the case of 
General Curtis E. LeMay, now Air Force 
Vice CofS. 

Under a strict interpretation of the di- 
rective—which does permit waivers—he 
would not have been eligible for promo-

tary of the Treasury) to formulate, the 
criteria to be used by selection boards in 
considering officers for flag rank. 

The law does not authorize the Secre. 
tary of Defense to issue such instructions 
to selection boards. 

Congress will want to know what the 
effect of the new directive will be on both 
permanent and temporary promotions 
There is one striking difference between 
the two types of promotion. 

In permanent promotions to general 
officer ranks in the Army and Air Force 
the President, as General Eisenhower 
surely knows from his long experience 
must receive the list recommended by a 
board.

The Chief Executive can, as President 
Truman did on at least one occasion 
strike a name from the list. 

It’s a different story on temporary pro- 
motions. For some years, all lists of tem- 
porary promotion to general officer rank 
have had to be submitted to the White 
House through the Secretary of Defense 

Whether the Secretary of Defense 
merely initials the list and sends it to 
the White House or actually “approves” 
or “amends” the list apparently depends 
in large part on who holds the office. 

A complicating factor is that the Navy 
and Marine Corps do not make temporary 
selections to rear admiral] and brigadier 
general.

minimum number of troops needed to give 
the Corps a 100% fighting capability in 
the initial stages of a full-scale war, Gen- 
eral Pate said: “On the order of 235,000.” 

The 200,000 manning level, which the 
Corps has sought, is considered the mini- 
mum number needed to operate in limited 
war situations. 

General Pate predicted that: 

“There will be no overnight change that 
suddenly will require the Corps to alter 
existing tactics and techniques in conduct 
of amphibious warfare.” He said the in- 
troduction of new weapons is “a slow 
process” and that changes “are evolu- 
tionary, not revolutionary.” 

‘The Leatherneck Chief recalled that it 
took eight years of study and develop- 
ment to bring the WWII method of am- 
phibious assault to fruition. He said the 
process could have been speeded if the 
Corps had had enough funds. 

During the next decade—1960-70—the 
Corps will continue to move ahead in de- 
velopment of weapons with accent placed 
on mobility and speed, General Pate said. 
The Marine Corps of the future will be 
lighter in weight and battle-field com- 
manders will possess better communica- 
tions and direct more mobile units. 

The General stressed the point that 
the introduction of more powerful wea- 





pons will not result in the need for fewer 
troops to do the job. “The theory that 
more powerful weapons reduce the man- 
power need is not true, for two reasons,” 
he said. “First, as equipment becomes 
more complex, it becomes more difficult 
to maintain and requires more logistics 
support. Second, if we have more destruc- 
tive weapons, so has the enemy.” 

The employment of more powerful wea- 
pons, the General noted, “means that 
more people will be killed and more peo- 
ple will be needed to sustain combat 
units.” 

Speaking of the manpower situation, 
the Marine leader said, “we have to stay 
close to the problem and spend our troops 
very, very carefully to be sure we are 
using them where they will do the most 
good.” He said this is a continuing prob- 
lem since world conditions and economic 
conditions are constantly changing. 

On the subject of mobility, General Pate 
termed the problem “one of the most im- 
portant in which we seek improvement.” 
He cited the need for development of a 
vertical take-off-and-landing craft. He 
said the Corps is seeking a craft capable 
of carrying a 13-man squad “and maybe 
a little more for reinforcement.” 

He stressed that the exact number of 
people such a VTOL vehicle is capable of 
transporting is not as important “as the 


need for a vehicle that can carry a suffi- 
cient load.” He said he did not believe 
the Corps would want a personnel carrier 
to haul more than one platoon, since dis- 
persal on the modern battlefield is essen- 
tial to success of the Leatherneck mis- 
sion. 

General Pate said there is a “lag” in the 
Corps’ helicopter program, partially 
caused by “engineering trouble” in the 
HR2S program. At the same time, he 
said, the Corps does not have all the HUS 
copters it needs. “We want enough cop- 
ters to lift the assault elements of our 
divisions.” He stressed that future re- 
quests for copters to haul the Corps’ di- 
visions hinged on two other factors: the 
availability of enough helicopter- carry- 
ing ships, and sufficient troops to man 
the Corps three divisions. 

General Pate said the Corps is “defici- 
ent in all of these three areas” helicopters, 
ships, and men, but he added that exist- 
ing programs in these areas are “bal- 
anced” based on existing manpower levels 
and budget limitations. 

At present, the Corps is able to move 
one Regimental Combat Team via cop- 
ters operating from amphibious assault 
ships. In service to support the Corps’ 
vertical envelopment doctrine are the 
carriers Thetis Bay, Boxer and Princeton. 

An LPH (amphibious assault ship) Iwo 





Jima is under construction at the Bremer. 
ton Naval Shipyard, Wash., and will be 
the first ship of its type built from the 
keel up. 

The Fiscal Year 1961, budget is expected 
to seek funds for construction of at 
least a second keel-up LPH. General Pate 
said the Corps has “not yet made a firm 
decision” as to the exact number of LPH’s 
it will require in future years. He added 
however, that nine or 10 “would be quite 
handy, if we could get them.” 

Asked if the influx of missiles into the 
Corps arsenal ultimately would lead to 
a reduction of aircraft used in support of 
ground troops, the Leatherneck Chief re- 
plied: “I see nothing in the immediate fu. 
ture that will lead to a reduction in the 
need for manned aircraft.” 

Will the introduction of faster, high- 
performance planes impair the Marine 
Air Arm’s ability to provide close front- 
line support? 


General Pate said “the overriding opin. 
ion of experts is that jets are the answer,” 
He pointed out that slow-flying planes are 
not essential to the Corps’ front-line sup- 
port technique, since the pilots attack 
their targets from high angles. What is 
needed, he said, is an all-weather craft 
with improved aiming devices and radar 
systems.

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SAC Chiefs Fear Consequences Of “Spot” Promotion Halt; Fight For Increase 


SAC HEADQUARTERS

TS critical importance “proved beyond 

doubt during the past decade,” the Stra- 
tegic Air Command's “spot” promotion 
program “must be retained and ex- 
panded,” General Thomas S. Power, CinC, 
told THE JOURNAL in an interview here. 


His comments coincide with the disclo- 
sure that USAF Headquarters has told 
SAC it must be prepared to phase-out the 
program, which was begun in 1949. 

THE JOURNAL has learned that Pentagon 
officials do not intend any arbitrary action 
to take away “spot” promotions from offi- 
cers and airmen who now hold them, 


The phase-out program envisions a halt 
to new “spot” advancements when ceilings 
in the Officer Grade Limitation Act are 
reached, and the termination of the pro- 
gram through attrition, 

For some ranks, it is possible that “spot” 
promotions could be halted during 1960. 

General Power said he considers reten- 
tion and expansion of the promotion au- 
thority as SAC’s No. 1 manpower require- 
ment. 

In making this unequivocal assessment, 
General Power buttressed remarks made 
by Maj. Gen. U. K. Martin, SAC Director 





of Personnel, and his staff in response to 
questions posed by a JOURNAL reporter vis- 
iting command headquarters. 

General Martin noted that the last ma- 
jor “spot” promotion allocation was made 
in 1954, when 785 promotions were ap- 
proved for all grades, In February 1959, an 
additional 65 captain “spots” were author- 
ized—a total of 850, 

Since 1954, General Martin said, “our 
combat ready crew force has grown to its 





THE “SPOT” STORY 


SAC is authorized a total of 850 
“spot” promotions for officers. 

This includes 185 lieutenant colo- 
nels, 525 majors, and 140 captains. 

Commanders are authorized to 
give “spot” advancements to 150 
airmen in the rank of master ser- 
geant and 100 technical sergeants. 

There are 34,000 officers in the 
command, 











present strength of over 9000 members, 
while the number of ‘spot’ promotions has 
remained static at less than 10% of the 
combat ready force.” 

Authoritative sources at SAC Head- 


quarters indicated that the Command is 
prepared to justify an urgent requirement 
for about 2100 “spot” slots. 

Analysis of SAC manning requirements 
shows that in a B-47 squadron of 54 offi- 
cers, only four of the cockpit positions are 
authorized the grade of major. In a B-52 
squadron of 116 officers with 24 crews, only 
six of the crews are authorized officers in 
the grade of lieutenant colonel. 

General Power is known to be advocat- 
ing authority to provide “spot” promo- 
tions for members of any crew who have 
been assigned wartime missions that 
would require their responsibility for car- 
rying hydrogen bombs. 

Against the tight restrictions on the 
SAC grade structure—60% of the officer 
authorizations for a B-52 squadron are for 
company grade officers—General Martin 
and his staff point out that the average 
aircraft commander in SAC is 36 years old 
with over 4000 flying hours and 13 years of 
commissioned service, during which he 
has participated in 42 combat missions. 

These aircraft commanders, said Gen- 
eral Martin, “are mature, capable, and ex- 
perienced, They are reai professionals.” 

It is the conclusion of General Power, 
General Martin, and the other senior lead- 
ers of SAC that the absence of adequate 


promotion opportunities for combat ere 
charged with top-priority wartime y 
sions would decay the professional caljp 
of the force. 

They emphasize that the threa 
cessation of the “spot” promotion prog 
comes at a time when SAC is under org 
to prepare for mounting an Airbor 
Alert in the face of what is admitteg 
Washington to be a prospective “ 
gap.” 

There is no question that throughg 


the other Services and in some Air Fopg 


quarters, the SAC promotion program} 
created jealousy, 

The Budget Bureau is known to hay 
voiced opposition to the program durip 
recent years. 


But there is also no question that Cop fip 


gress, long aware of the heavy respong

It may turn out, should SAC receive op 
ders to end “spot” promotions that Gey 
eral Power will be invited by Congrey 
sional committees to present full detaiy 
of the case on Capitol Hill.

One-For-One Ratio 
In ROTC Is Hit 


MAXWELL AFB, ALA. 


The Air Force ROTC program has been 
confronted with the monetary facts of 
life and one fact seems to predominate— 
some parts of the ROTC program are 
too expensive. 

The details were told to representa- 
tives of the Nation’s ROTC colleges here 
by Maj. Gen. L. P. Hopwood, Director of 
Air Force Personnel Procurement and 
Training. 

“A major problem,” General Hopwood 
said, “is the increasing ratio between 
AFROTC enrollment and the stable 
4,000 production requirement. 

“At this point,” he said, “there are 
about 25 cadets in the program for each 
officer who enters active duty. This ratio 
is forecast to rise to 40 to 1 over the 
next 10 years unless we find a workable 
solution. 

“Our problem here, of course is one of 
supporting manpower and money which 
can come only from our primary mission 
of combat readiness.” 

General Hopwood emphasized that 
“under the concepts of 1916, when all 
the basic ROTC legislation was written, 
all institutions were equally productive 
since the objective was to officer a 
militia. 

“Today, however, ROTC has become 
really a COTC—Career Officer Training 
Corps—the source for the bulk of our ac- 
tive duty officers. On this basis, the 
_— factor is inescapable,” he 
said. 

“Reducing this to cost shows an aver- 
age of $6,943 for each AFROTC officer 
entering active duty with a spread at in- 
dividual institutions ranging from $3,000 
to nearly $48,000,” General Hopwood con- 
tinued. 

“The least productive 15% of the insti- 
tutions for example, produced only 218 
officers of our 4,000 requirement last year 
against an Air Force detachment cost of 
221 military personnel. We believe this 
one-to-one ratio is more expensive than 
we can afford,” General Hopwood con- 
cluded.

PURPOSE 


The purpose of this directive is to es- 
tablish for career officers a requirement 
for a tour of duty with a Joint, Combined, 
Allied or Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense Staff to qualify for promotion to 
general or flag officer rank. 


CANCELLATION 


Reference (a) is hereby cancelled. 
POLICY 


With the growth and development of 
the DoD and the increasing complexity 
of its world-wide responsibilities, it has 
become apparent that service on Joint, 
Combined, Allied and OSD Staffs is es- 
sential to the optimum performance of 
higher command duties. Such assign- 
ments require not only the highest cali- 
ber of staff work but also an apprecia- 
tion of the many other factors involved 
and the capacity to work in harmony 
with other nations, services, and echelons 
of our Government. 

Accordingly, a requirement is estab- 
lished that all officers, excepting those 
noted below, will serve a normal tour of 
duty with a Joint, Combined, Allied or 
OSD Staff before being considered quali- 
fied for promotion to general or flag of- 
ficer rank. Such qualifying duty shall be 
interpreted to include service with 
MAAG’s which involves substantial joint, 
combined or allied activity and on com- 
mands or staffs which, in fact, plan for or 
conduct joint, combined or allied opera- 
tions as a part of their normal duties. 

The recommendations of selection 
boards for the promotion of officers to 
general and flag rank, transmitted 
through the Secretary of Defense to the 
President, will henceforth have attached 
thereto a brief memorandum stating that 
all of the officers recommended for pro- 
motion have served a successful tour of 
duty on one of the subject type staffs. 
Attendance as a student at a Joint School 
of itself will not be considered as satis- 
fying this requirement. 

In recognition of the inadequate num- 





ber of qualifying billets available and the 
necessity of integrating this requirement 
within the assignment pattern of field 
grade officers with individual service re- 
quirements, consideration will be given to 
a waiver of the subject requirement in 
individual cases. Recommendations of 
flag and general officer selection boards 
for waiver of the subject requirement, 
as approved by the Service Secretary con- 
cerned, will contain complete justifica- 
tion therefor, together with the officer’s 
career brief. In each case wherein a waiv- 
er is granted, the officer’s next assign- 
ment will be to duty with a Joint, Com- 
bined, Allied or Office of the Secretary 
of Defense Staff except in special circum- 
stances as authorized in each specific case 
by the Secretary of Defense. 

This requirement is established for all 
officers selected for promotion to general 
and flag officer rank except: 

@ officers of the medical services of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force 

e@ chaplains of all services 

e restricted line or staff corps offi- 
cers of the Navy 

e restricted duty officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps 

@ officers of the Adjutant General’s 
Co1ps, Finance Corps, Military Po- 
lice Corps, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Corps of the Army, and of- 
ficers designated to perform siml- 
lar functions in the Air Force 

e@ officers of other branches of the 
Army and of the Air Force whose 
proposed advancement and quali- 
fications for promotion are based 
primarily upon their scientific and 
technical achievement and pro- 
posed utilization in that specialty. 
An explanatory statement of the 
nature of the specialty will ac- 
company the nomination of officers 
in this category. 

For those officers (other than chap- 
lains, physicians, dentists, and veterinari- 
ans) excepted above, such service is none- 
theless considered highly desirable as a 
qualification for promotion.

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A New Order At The Pentagon 


Every member of the Armed Forces will be heartened by the speed 
with which Secretary of Defense Gates has moved to eliminate in- 
equities in retired pay. Where his predecessor had fumbled around with 
this problem for months, Mr. Gates took action in a matter of days. 


As was forecast exclusively in last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL, 
Secretary Gates discovered that in a military budget of $41 billion, 
enough money could be found to defray the cost of equalizing retired 
pay. 

There may be some disappointment, to be sure, that the proposed 
effective date is 1 February, and not 1 January. But the fact of the mat- 
ter is that unless Secretary Gates advised Congress that a supplemental 
budget request was not necessary, as former Secretary McElroy had indi- 
cated, the chances were better than 50-50 that an effective date later 
than February would have resulted. 

We salute Secretary Gates’ priority action to end a serious morale 
problem. We can only hope that this move augurs well for an end to the 
interminable delays which have marked and marred Pentagon handling 
of legislative problems on the personnel front during the past year. 


U. S. Recognition Policy Frustrates Reds 
TAIPEI, TAIWAN 


United States Liaison with the Republic of China government has 
a vast significance which is felt throughout all of Asia. The fact that we 
have withheld recognition from Red China and have provided great help 
to the Nationalists encourages the resistance to Communism throughout 
all the western Pacific areas. It is a continuing source of frustration to 
the Communists, who could aspire to a much wider range of influence 
and respect if their regime was not so firmly rejected internationally by 
the determined stand of the United States to ignore them as a member 
of the family of nations. U. S. recognition of Chiang Kai-shek’s Taiwan 
government is upsetting and embarassing to the Red Chinese. 

Despite the great disparity between the strength of the Nationalist 
Chinese on Taiwan and the Red Forces on the mainland, this island ap- 
pears militarily sufficient to defend itself from attack. In fact, the firm- 
ness with which it repulsed the Red assaults last Fall doubtless will re- 
strain the communists from making similar attacks for some time to 
come. They can not afford another such “loss of face” without serious 
results. 

The problem of the off shore islands of Quemoy and: Kin Man is a 
perplexing one; our position would be better if they were not there. But 
the fact is that they are there and that they have strategic importance. 
If they were not there, the 100 miles of sea that separates Taiwan from 
the mainland would be a strong defense. Since the islands do exist, it 
must be admitted that the nation that holds them has a vast advantage 
in controlling Taiwan. Certainly, military experts feel that to control the 
straits we must hold on to the off shore islands. 

From the standpoint of the United States’ own interests, it must be 
recognized that here on Taiwan we have a large and dedicated population 
irrevocably opposed to Communism. If the Free World should be pushed 
off this island, we would have to move our line of defense back many 
thousands of miles. We can not let this happén. 


Congress Should Demand Full B-70 Testimony 


With the characteristic candor of a courageous combat commander 
who is dedicated implacably to the task of carrying out the military mis- 
sion for which he has been given responsibility, General Thomas S. 
Power, Commander-in-Chief of the Strategic Air Command, has de- 
clared anew his conviction that the Mach 3 B-70 bomber should be or- 
dered in sufficient quantities to permit its introduction into the SAC 
operational inventory. 

In an interview with a JOURNAL reporter (see Page 1), General 





Power did not attempt any fancy talk to mask the disappointment of hy 
command at the budget-dictated Pentagon decision to “reorient” the B-y 
program to a prototype effort. A veteran of long years of top commay 
experience as Vice Commander and CinC of SAC, and as head of the Ap 
Research and Development Command, General Power is well aware thg 
many military programs, including the B-52 bomber, have suffered Stops. 
and-starts. He is convinced that the B-70 will see operational service jp 
SAC, and his planners are coordinating intricate long-range forecagsy 
on that basis. 

There has been much talk in recent weeks about the “missile gap’ 
that confronts the Nation several years hence as a result of Soviet weap. 
ons gains. But there has been little attention given to the problem— 
resulting from the B-70 economy order—that we may find oursely 
the victims of a serious “bomber gap” in the Mach 3 zone. 

The American people have not been given the full facts of the cag 
in the B-70 “reorientation.” Congress, basing its action in good part o 
the testimony of Air Force leaders, endorsed the development of the B-7) 
for combat duty. We believe that the Armed Services and Appropriation; 
Committees, early in the next session of Congress, should summon Aj 
Force commanders, certainly General Power among them, to give thei 
professional judgment on what the B-70 means to National Defense. 

In our opinion, this military assessment must be presented completely 
without reference to such problems as interest on the Federal debt, the 
balance of payments, tax rates, or any other extra-military considers 
tion. It may be that Congress after hearing all sides of the problem 
will decide that the Nation can afford the risk of the B-70 “reorienta. 
tion.” We don’t believe that Congress would want to take such a risk 
But certainly Congress cannot make a knowledgeable decision without the 
counsel of our professional fighting men on whose shoulders the Fre 
World defense mission weighs with equal and ceaseless weight, whatever 
the shifting actions of the political leaders.

feels that they would not be loyal to their 
Red leaders, but would join the Nation- 
alist Army should it come to the support 
of their countrymen on the mainland. 

The President said he would expect 
two-thirds of the Red Chinese forces to 
divert from their Red masters and sup- 
port the Nationalist forces in an uprising. 

The Generalissimo said that he believes 
the time is ripe for an uprising on the 
mainland, but that because of Nationalist 
China’s commitments with the United 
States he is not free to throw his troops 
against the Reds. 

President Chiang said that despite the 

at difference between his forces and 
the 2% to 3 million Red Chinese troops 
he has confidence that Free China would 
win in an uprising. He bases this belief 
on the superior training and morale of his 
troops, wherein he expects a three-to-one 
kill ratio in battle. Defections from the 
Communists ranks also will contribute, 
he says. These factors plus help from the 
rest of the free world—he would hope 
that other offensive fronts, such as in 
Korea, would be timed to open concur- 
rently with a revolt on the mainland— 
would bring victory for the Free World, 
President Chiang said. 

President Chiang does not believe that 
the USSR would intervene in an uprising 
on China as it did in Hungary. Moscow, 
he said, remembers the defeat China ad- 
ministered to Japan and will not risk be- 
ing caught in such a quagmire. So volatile 
is the situation in China, he said, that 
should an uprising start in one place it 
would be like setting off dynamite in a 
chain fire that would run through the en- 
tire land. 

Vice President and Premier Chen 
Cheng, in an earlier meeting with the 
CINCPAC press group, also expressed 
the view that unrest on the mainland is 
growing. The world cannot remain half 
slave and half free, he declared. When 
the unrest reaches the point of revolt, 
it must be supported by free world forces 


or it will be ruthlessly suppressed as it 
was in Europe, he asserted, 

Both President Chiang and his Premier 
insisted that the return to the mainland 
would be initiated by a political revolt 
of the people and not by a military as- 
sault from Taiwan. 

Both justified the high proportion of 
population under arms by emphasizing 
that these are not normal peacetimes, 
that they are really under a state of war. 
Furthermore, they contended, most of 
their troops are professional soldiers and 
it would be very difficult to discharge them 
and fit them into the civilian economy. 
Premier Chen pointed to the low cost of 
their military upkeep, saying that 15 Chi- 
nese soldiers can be supported for the cost 
of one U. S. soldier. 

The ceiling of the total military strength 
of the Republic of China forces is fixed 
at slightly more than 600,000. The distri- 
bution is approximately: 

Army—400,000. 

Navy and Marines—50,000. 

Air Force—380,000. 

Ministry of National Defense, Com- 

bined Services, etc., 70,000. 

The Chinese Army is composed of 21 
infantry divisions, 2 armored divisions, 
and such special units as signal groups, 
engineer groups, etc. 

The Chinese Navy is composed of some 
140 ships of various types up to destroyer 
size, It is organized in squadrons accord- 
ing to missions, 

The Marine Corps has one division and 
one brigade. 

The Chinese Air Force is equipped with 
North American F-86s as its main combat 
strength. While it looks forward to get- 
ting more advanced types, the Chinese 
Air Force is proud, as are its American 
friends, of the efficiency and aggressive- 
ness it demonstrated in its approximately 
30-to-1 kill ratio over the Red Chinese 
last Fall in spite of the fact that the en- 
emy was equipped with the more ad- 
vanced Russian built MiG-17. 


U. S. Air Force officers gather much 
valuable information from the Chinese pi- 
lots who are the only ones to have met 
and conquered Communist-equipped Air 
Forces, 

Members of the CINCPAC press group 
flew from Taipei to Kung Kuan where 
they saw for themselves the high effi- 
ciency of the Chinese pilots and mainte- 
nance crews. They went also to Ping Tung 
where the Chinese Army gave a thrilling 
demonstration of their paratroopers. At 
Tsoying, the Chinese Navy had an exhibi- 
tion of their equipment and the Chinese 
Marine Corps presented a gigantic review 
in which Mr. Orville Splitt, Department 
of Defense news chief, was a reviewing 
officer.

which stands guard duty over the far 
western border of the Free World. Its 
mission, simply stated, is to prepare for 
participation in the defense of Taiwam 
and Penghu (the Pescadores Islands). 

General Dean took command of the 
Task Force on 5 April 1957. In May of 
that year an advanced echelon of the 
588th Tactical Missile Group arrived from 
Florida and was temporarily based at 
Hsin-Chu Air Base. 

The decision to establish the missile 
squadron, assigned to the 13th AF on 
Taiwan, the only tactical unit to be per- 
manently located on the island, increased 
the support responsibilities of Air Task 
Force 13. As a result, the Taiwan Air 
Base Group was activated on 20 October 
1957 to serve as a support unit for the 
Tactical Missile Squadron and for the ro- 
tating tactical units. Taiwan Air Base 
had been selected as the permanent op- 
erating base of the 868th Tactical Missile 
Squadron, armed with the Martin TM-61 
Matador Missile, and an extensive build- 
ing program on land provided by the 
Chinese Air Force. 

When the Communist attack in August 
of 1958 erupted, the mission of Air Task 
Force 13 Provisional was fulfilled. With- 
out the ground work accomplished before 
1958 the rapid build-up of U.S. air power 
would hardly have been possible, and the 
deterrent effect of that build-up would 
not have been as effective as it proved 
to be. As the tactical units reached the 
island they became an effective fighting 
potential under the operational control 
of the Commander, Air Task Force 13 
Provisional as the air component com- 
mander of the U.S. Taiwan Defense Com- 
mand. 

In September, USAF’ strength per- 
mitted the commander to assume the re- 
sponsibilities of the air defense of Tai- 
wan, thus freeing the Chinese Air Force 
for the more pressing duties in the de- 
fense of the off-shore islands. By the end 
of October the furor had subsided, but 
the incident had proved the need for such 
constant watchfulness. 


Pilots Of 429th Tactical Fighter Sqdn 


They call it “combat archeology.” 


Pilots flying North American F-100 Super Sabres of TAC’s 429th Tactical 
Fighter Squadron, currently deployed in Turkey, use novel checkpoints. 

Because there are few large cities and radio stations, and much wild, 
desolate terrain, combat fliers must depend for checkpoints on the ruins of 
structures which were old during the time of Christ. 

Pilots of the 429th meet a daily challenge to their navigational ability, 
in Jocating ruins with distinctive characteristics. They constantly are on the 
Jookout for new targets or checkpoints, such as bridges, nomad settlements 
or ancient roads in the country whose history precedes biblical times. 

The City of Tarsus, thirty miles from the U. S, Air Force Base at Adana, 
was the birthplace of the Apostle Paul. Farther east, beyond Mount Ararat, 
where Noah’s ark came to rest after the flood, is a border strongpoint where 
Turkish troops can look across into the Soviet Armenian capital. Bogazkou, 
the capital of the ancient Hittite empire, once as powerful as Egypt herself, 
lies two hundred miles to the north. The early Romans, too, constructed 
castles, watchtowers and aquaducts along the Mediterranean coast. 

All are useful to the fighter pilots, making their daily test runs, Their 
F-100 handbook is supplemented by histories of the area, accounts of excava- 


tions, and even ancient maps. 
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THE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEES of the House and 
Senate will demand a full explanation from Secretary of 
Defense Gates regarding the new directive on promotions 
to brigadier general and rear admiral in the Armed Forces 
(see Page 1). There is no question that, as Secretary of 
the Navy, Mr. Gates would have argued strongly against 
the directive he has issued in his new position. 


DURING THE 1958 REORGANIZATION HEARINGS, the 
Armed Services Committees made it clear that the powers 
of the Service Secretaries, provided under law, must not 
be undermined, particularly in the field of manpower ad- 
ministration and utilization. The new directive clearly 
undercuts the responsibility of the Service Secretaries for 
defining promotion criteria. 


CONGRESS THROUGH THE YEARS has been zealous in 
its concern with career opportunities for officers with long years of 
service in combatant units, as compared to those who have had much 
staff duty. The Pentagon must be prepared to provide Congress with a 
list of generals and admirals who, under the new rules, would have 
been barred from promotion to star status. The list, a preliminary 
Journal survey shows, will be impressive. 


AN ARMY SELECTION BOARD REPORT on new promotions to 
bridadier general was pending as The Journal went to press. Whether 
this list had been delayed because of the new directive was not 
immediately known. 


SERVICE OFFICERS IN THE PAST have known that, whatever their 
lack of joint staff duties, assignment to attend a joint school, such as 
the National War College or Industrial College of the Armed Forces, 
was a major stepping stone toward active consideration for star rank. 
‘Lne directive states that attendance at a joint college does not fulfill 
promotion requirements under:the new policy. 


THE FAREWELL ASSESSMENT of General Randolph McC. Pate, 
retiring Marine Corps Commandant, that the major problem his Service 
faces is the shortage of manpower (see Page 1) underscores the fact 
that his successor, Lt. Gen. David M. Shoup, now Marine CofS, will be 
on the spot during his first appearances on Capitol Hill. Sympathetic 
legislators will try to avoid embarrassing him, but the new Leatherneck 
Chief will be confronted with questioning as to his views concerning 
a Marine Corps of 175,000, compared with a 100% requirement of 
235,000. 


THE AIR FORCE’S SENIOR NON-RATED officer, Lt. Gen. Manuel J. 
Asensio, is retiring and will be suceeded as Comptroller by Lt. Gen. Wil- 
liam D. Eckert, Vice Commander of the Tactical Air Command. 

Maj. Gen. Jacob E. Smart, chosen for three-star rank, will get the 
No. 2 post at TAC under Gen. Frank F. Everest. 


A FORMER FBI SPECIAL AGENT, Maj. Gen. Joseph F. Carroll, 49, 
who played a key role in breaking up the notorious Rodger Touhy 
gang in Chicago, has been named by President Eisenhower to be 
Air Force Inspector General with the rank of lieutenant general. Now 
CofS of U. S. Air Forces in Europe, General Carroll had served for 
10 years prior to April 1958 in the Office of the AF Inspector General. 


PLANS TO MODERNIZE THE AFROTC program will meet strong 
opposition from Army and Navy leaders. The Air Force feels that the 
ROTC program should be primarily a source of career officers. Maj. 
Gen. L. P. Hopwood (see page 8) says: “ROTC has become really a 
COTC—Career Officer Training Corps—the source for the bulk of our 
active duty officers.” Air Force officials feel that future ROTC 
programs should be basically the same for all Services. 


STRONGEST OPPOSITION TO THE AIR FORCE proposals will come 
from the Army, which must depend on its ROTC program to man 
Reserve and National Guard Units. The Navy will oppose any changes 
in ROTC laws which would tend to water down the provisions of its 
own Holloway Plan. But the Navy undoubtedly will agree with the Air 
Force that the purpose of ROTC should be to provide a source of 
career officers with benefits to the Reserve program only a secondary 
by-product. 


MANY UNIVERSITY EDUCATORS, who once opposed ROTC programs 
but who now support the program enthusiastically, will be wary of 
any plan that would reduce the number of students in ROTC units. One 
of the Nation’s most politically powerful groups, the university 
presidents will go to Congress immediately if they feel that ROTC 
cuts are in prospect. The fact of the matter is, of course, that the total 
ROTC output for all the Services far exceeds the requirement for 
officers who serve beyond the minimum obligated tour. The prestige- 
conscious college presidents are unhappy over the Air Force decision 
to cut from 90 to 45 the number of colonels assigned as Professors of 
Air Science. In some instances this is going to mean that the Army 
and Navy “professors” will outrank their Air Force counterparts. 


THE NEW MATS SURGEON to succeed Brig. Gen. L. Render Braswell 
is expected to be Brig. Gen. Robert S. Brua. He is Chief of the 
Medical Services Inspection Division of the Inspector General 
Group, Norton AFB, Calif. General Braswell moves next month to 
the two-star post of Air Materiel Command Surgeon at Wright- 
Patterson AFB, Ohio. Reports are that the Air Force soon will 
announce a new list of Medical general officer “makes.” 
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ALREADY OPERATING 5500 AIRCRAFT, Army Aviation “still has a 
tremendous growth potential,” Brig. Gen. Clifton F. Von Kann 
declared this week. He told an Aeronautical Training Society Meeting 
in Washington: “I think it is entirely possible that by 1970 the Army 
may be operating the largest fleet of manned aircraft in the Free 
World.” The Army Aviation Director said his Service will finalize within 
the next few months a detailed forecast of the 1965-70 Army and its 
aviation requirements. General Von Kann noted that in other Services 
“the missile appears to continually decrease the requirement for 
pilots and planes.” 


THE HEBERT SUBCOMMITTEE CHRISTMAS DEADLINE for 
publication of the report on retired officers in industry may be 
extended a few days as the result of printing complications. 
Galley-proofs of the report, which must be perused by all Committee 
members before the final printing OK is given, are not expected to 
be ready before Christmas week. Printed hearings, covering 1,847 
folios of testimony will be issued at the same time. The Subcommittee’s 
report will include a tabulation of answers to questionnaires which 
were completed last year by retired Service personnel and former 
civilian Government officials employed by industry. 


ALREADY WORRIED BY THE BUDGET, the Services can only hope 
that the resounding entrance 11 December of former Air Force 
Secretary James H. Douglas and former Air Force Under Secretary 
Dudley C. Sharp to the office of Secretary of Defense Gates to 
take the oath as Deputy Defense Secretary and Air Force Secretary 
respectively, was nothing more than a tribute to their ancestry, 
and not a tip-off to new economies. They marched from the Air Force 
executive suite on the fourth floor to Secretary Gates’ third floor 
domain through a cordon of Scotch bagpipers. WWII Commander 
Gates, frequently piped aboard ships during his later tenure 
as Secretary of the Navy, seemed pleased with the landlubber din 
for his two new top mates. 


SECRETARY GATES’ KNOWLEDGE of how Congress operates—certain 
to give him and the Services a strategic legislative advantage in 
comparison with the inexperience of his two immediate predecessors— 
is demonstrated in his seeking a 1 February effective date for 
equalization of retired pay. Well aware of the great reluctance on 
Capitol Hill to vote retroactive benefits, Secretary Gates decided it 
would be more prudent to seek a 1 February date and press for its 
approval, rather than proposing a 1 January date which conceivably 
would cause extended hearings, with the ultimate possibility of an 
effective date of 1 March or later. 


BEHIND-THE-SCENES PROTAGONIST in the American Medical 
Association’s campaign calling for medical representation on the JCS 
Joint Staff (story page 1) is reported to be Dr. Richard L. Meiling, 
Assistant Dean of Ohio State University Medical School. A WWII 
Air Forces veteran, he is a former Special Assistant to the Secretary of 
Defense for Health and Medical Affairs. Service families will recall 
that during Dr. Meiling’s tenure at the Pentagon efforts were made to 
slash family medical care. 


A CONGRESSIONAL PROBE APPEARS CERTAIN of JCS medical 
planning in the wake of the A.M.A.’s resolution. The Armed Services 
Committees have been zealous in their efforts to support the Surgeons 
General in assuring the most effective medical support possible for our 
Fighting Forces, and there is going to be a shock reaction to the 
A.M.A.’s allegations concerning the medical shortcomings in the 
Lebanon operation. With the ever-increasing emphasis on unified 
commands, it is apparent that expert medical counsel on an across-the- 
board basis must be available to the JCS Joint Staff. 


FAMILY MEDICAL CARE will be in trouble if the Pentagon does not 
ask and Congress approve more funds for the care of Service wives and 
children by civilian physicians and hospitals. A steady increase in the 
size of Service families (see page 16) and cut-backs in Service hospital 
construction plans—revealed in last week’s issue of The Journal— 
make it essential that MediCare receives increased fiscal support. 


THE THREAT TO “SPOT” PROMOTIONS in SAC (see page 8) has 
an ironic “changing times” aspect. It was the former CinC of SAC, 
General Curtis E. LeMay, who fought and won the fight for approval 
of a “spot” promotion program to meet the needs of the Nation’s 
primary nuclear force. Now, as Air Force Vice CofS, it is General 
LeMay who has been required to advise SAC that it must be prepared 
to phase out “spot” promotions. 


THE LIMITATION IMPOSED on “spot” promotions has dictated that 
SAC restrict such advancements to crews of bombers. This has caused 
some feeling of “secondary status” among the tanker crews of SAC, 
They make the point that their contribution to the success of SAC’s 
global striking capability should receive some special promotion 
recognition, if even on a meager basis. 


NEWSMEN OF THE CINCPAC PRESS GROUP gave an unusual tribute 
to Nationalist’s China’s President Chiang Kai-shek following a two-hout 
interview at the provincial government building in Taichung. President 
Chiang graciously continued the press session long after the appointed 
time and then asked his visitors to go to the front of the building for 4 
group photograph. When he turned to reenter the building, the 
usually apathetic reporters broke into spontaneous applause. It was 4% 
unusual tribute from American newsmen—one that was appreciated and 
understood by the many Chinese officials who were present.

Citadel Seeks Help For Memorial Museum 


The Citadel Memorial Library and Mili- 
tary Museum, honoring the College’s dead 
in all wars, will open early in 1960 at 
Charleston, S. C. 

General Mark W., Clark, USA-Ret., Pres- 
ident, has directed an “attic search” ap- 
peal especially to oldest living alumni, and 
to descendants of earliest 19th Century 
cadets. 

“Our desire,” said General Clark, “is to 
create in the Military Museum a complete 
and accurate display, insofar as we can 
manage it, of all uniforms and insignia 
worn by Citadel men since the first small 
Corps of Cadets reported in 1843. Unfor- 
tunately, existing archives fail in many 
cases to provide even accurate descrip- 
tions of very early uniforms and insignias, 
and we are hopeful that a search of attics 
and other storage places will turn up 
items which to us would be invaluable.” 

“For example, we would be glad to have 
even a badly deteriorated cadet uniform 
of pre-Civil War days. We are prepared, 
if necessary, to have replicas made from 
new cloth,” General Clark said. “We are 


asking present cadets who had ancestors 
in the Corps to make personal inquiries 
while at home during the Christmas holi- 
days, and a special appeal also is directed 
to our alumni. We are exceedingly anx- 
ious that our museum be a good one, and 
in the months ahead we shall need the 
help of all friends of The Citadel in filling 
in gaps from the past.” 

The Citadel said that very old pictures 
—even daguerreotypes which show the 
details of uniforms—would also be useful, 
but all potential donors were urged not 
to send any items without first advising 
the college as to what may be available. 
This request was aimed at avoiding a flood 
of duplicated material, all of which could 
not be used. 

Persons having material of the sort de- 
sired are asked to write a full descrip- 
tion, giving accurate dates if possible. 
Pending completion of the building early 
next spring and employment of museum 
personnel, such letters should be ad- 
dressed to Maj. Bryan Collier, Public Re- 
lations Officer, The Citadel.

Army Activates IBM Computer Complex 
To Speed TC Materiel Command Work 





ARMY TRANSPORTATION MATERIEL 
COMMAND 


St. Louis, Missouri 


The Army, with the help of one of the 
Nation’s largest IBM computer and data 
processing complexes, will save $6 million 
annually for the next three years at the 
Transportation Materiel Command here. 

The new system will connect TMC 
Headquarters with military installations 
throughout the U. S. and on four other 
continents via wire and radio circuits. 

It will speed the Command’s work in 
processing orders for repair parts and 
maintenance for the Army’s fixed-wing 
aircraft, helicopters, harbor craft and 
railroad equipment. 

At dedication ceremonies here 15 De- 
cember, Brig. Gen. William B. Bunker, 
TMC Commander, above right, told an 
assembled audience of military and ci- 
vilian dignitaries, IBM officials and news- 
men that with the new equipment, the 
Command's “ability to handle orders fast- 
er will enable us to work with smaller 
inventories. 

“In turn,” he said, “this will reduce 
losses due to obsolescence. These factors 
are expected to save at least % million 
annually.” 

More than 1,000 requisitions will flow 
into the TMC computer daily for parts 
and equipment out of a $780 million in- 
ventory ranging from penny washers to 
$250,000 helicopters. 

With electronic speed and accuracy 
these requests will be converted into ship- 
ping orders and transmitted automatical- 
ly to large supply depots spotted about 
the country from which parts are sent 
to the requisitioner, 

This cycle used to take about 15 days. 
Now, the computer—an IBM 705 III— 
gets the material on the road in less than 
(2 hours, officials here said, 

The Transportation Materiel Command 
is responsible for supplying parts to all 
users of Transportation Corps equipment 
throughout the world. TMC’s more than 
250 “customers” include Army, Navy and 
Air Force installations, as well as nations 
participating in the U. S. military assist- 
ance program. 

Forty-five reels of the magnetic tape 
used by the computer contain all of the 
necessary information about the 300,000 
separate items in TMC’s inventory. It 
would take eight miles of standard file 
drawers, to contain the information if it 
were on paper documents. 

The computer processes about 10,000 
transactions each 24 hours. 

This master tape file contains all of 
the necessary records of maintenance en- 
gineering; cataloging and identification; 
materiel requirements; procurement and 
production; depot supply activities and 
accounting. 

“During daily processing, the computer 
automatically up-dates the six sets of rec- 
ords in its composite electronic file,” Lt. 
Col. Wallace R. Elliot, Jr., Director, Au- 
tomatic Data Processing, above left, said. 
“These records, formerly maintained sep- 
arately by six TMC operating depart- 
ments, required literally tons of paper in 
the past,” Colonel Elliot added,

TEADILY rising MediCare costs 
through 1964 are forecast by Brig. 
Gen. Floyd L. Wergeland, MC, USA. 
Speaking before the American Medi- 
cal Association’s clinical meeting in 
Dallas, the Executive Director for the 
Office of Dependents’ Medical Care 
said that MediCare spending would 
rise from $67 million this year to $82.6 
million in Fiscal Year 1961. 

The upward cost trend would con- 
tinue at least until 1964, he said, be- 
cause a larger proportion of Service- 
men are married and both family sizes 
and the re-enlistment rate are increas- 
ing. 

General Wergeland pointed out that 
the percentage of married personnel in 
the Services was 41.7% in 1955 and 
rose to 51.4% in March of this year. It 
is expected to rise to 55% by 1964. 

The number of children per family 
went from 1.27 in 1956 to 1.61 this year, 
and is expected to rise to 1.75 by 1964. 

Service wives and children will total 
3,780,000 in 1964, an increase of 240,000 
over the number eligible for MediCare 
benfits last March. 





MediCare Costs Will Rise $15 Million 


Because Families Are Growing 


General Wergeland said that the 
Services plan no increase in the num- 
ber of Service family members treated 
at military hospitals. 

He said that the “civilian physician- 
hospital team will supply an increasing 
fraction of th total dependent care re- 
quired. This assumes, of course, that 
the Congress both approves this basic 
philosophy and appropriates’. the 
money to pay for the program.” 

“After showing the facts in detail,” 
he said, “especially the certainly in- 
creasing demand for care by retired 
personnel, we conclude that Service 
hospitals will not be in a position to 
expand their capacity for serving de- 
pendents of active duty personnel be- 
yond their current optimum figure of 
427,000 admissions a year.” 

During the first three years of the 
MediCare program, the Services have 
spent over $200 million for civilian 
Medical and hospital services to 800,000 
members of military families, General 
Wergeland said, Physicians have re- 
ceived 51% of the outlay, and hospitals 
the remaining 49%.

Dlarines Will Test Coles Tank Missile 


Tactical evaluation tests of the Ger- 
man-developed anti-tank missile, Cobra, 
will be conducted next month by the 
Marine Corps at Camp Pendleton, Calif. 
The Corps has contracted with Day- 
strom, Inc., for 100 of the wire-guided mis- 
siles, which Daystrom President T. R. 
Jones has dubbed “the poor man’s mis- 
sile,” 

In quantity production Cobras would 
cost about $1,000 each. 

The lightweight, solid-propellant anti- 
tank weapon—it weighs only 20 pounds 
including a 5.5 pound screw-on warhead 
—is described as able to knock out any 
tank in existence at ranges up to 1% 
miles, 

One of Cobra’s chief advantages is that 
itdoes not require a launcher. It is fired 
from the ground and controlled in flight 
with a 44-pound electronic control box 
small enough to be carried in a Leather- 
neck gunner’s pocket. 

The gunner regulates the flight path 
by use of a stick on the control box that 
transmits corrections through the wire 
trailing from the rear of the missile. 
Tactical evaluation of the 30-inch long 
tank killer will be conducted by the ist 
Anti-tank Battalion of the First Marine 
Division under technical direction of the 
Marine Corps Landing Force Develop- 
ment Center, Quantico, Va. Corps offi- 
cals estimate that the tests will last be- 
tween one and two months. 

Cobra is operational in the West Ger- 
man Army. 





The test missiles were manufactured in 
West Germany by Boelkow Entwicklun- 
gen of Munich. Daystrom Corporation has 
exclusive rights to the sale and manu- 
facture of Cobra missiles in the United 
States and plans to produce them at its 
plant in Archbald, Pa, 

Cobra can be carried and set up by one 
man in less than a minute and a half. A 
series of eight Cobra’s can be guided by 
a single control box. The gunner can fire 
them remotely from a concealed position. 


A line-of-sight weapon, Cobra can be 
fired over water with its wire trailing in 
the water without shorting out the con- 
trols. It flies at about 190 mph and can be 
designed to explode near the target with 
possible application as an anti-personnel 
weapon. 

The Army will monitor the Marine 
Corps tests. The Canadian Government 
has expressed interest in the weapon. 


It can be used at night with the gunner 
guiding it to its target by sighting on a 
flare attached to its body. 

The Cobra is packaged in a nine pound, 
waterproof case, three of which can be 
lashed together to form a raft that will 
carry the gunner across streams or lakes 
to more advantageous firing positions. 

The Corps also has purchased a $9,000 
Cobra training simulator. The 260-pound, 
portable, training device resembles a 
home TV receiver on which the trainee 
can see both the simulated Cobra and tar- 
get.

Pentagon Issues New Directive

rine Corps are made on a permanent 
basis. 

There is no question that the Pentagon 
directive gives the Secretary of Defense 
a vastly increased potential for “partici- 
pation” in general and flag selections, and 
Congress will be wary of such assumption 
of power. 

The House and Senate are certain to 
question Pentagon leaders early in the 
new session as to the impact of the di- 
rective on maximum utilization of avail- 
able manpower resources. 

The point will be made that the Serv- 
ices, in order to prevent a breakdown in 
morale, will be under pressure in some 
instances to assign officers to duties 
which will qualify them for promotion un- 
der the new criteria, rather than plac- 
ing them in posts where they will be of 
maximum value to the defense effort. 

In view of the obvious White House in- 
terest in the new directive, Pentagon of- 
ficials, understandably, were reluctant to 
discuss full details of the problem this 
week, 

THE JOURNAL can report, however, that 
the Service Secretaries advised the Secre- 
tary of Defense that, while agreeing with 
the principles embodied in the directive, 
they fear an adverse reaction from career 
officers as a result of the sudden change 
in the rules. 

The Services contended that notwith- 
standing the authority for waivers, which 
is subject to different interpretations by 
different selection boards, a provision 
should have been made to delay full im- 
plementation for at least three years. 

Many in uniform contend that a five to 
10 year “adjustment” period would be 
more desirable. 

A minimum of three years, equivalent 
to one assignment cycle, would ease the 
problem, The fact of the matter is, how- 
ever that there are not enough “qualify- 
ing” assignments, which must be distrib- 





uted among the Services, to permit a solu- 
tion of the promotion within three years 
without disrupting combat effectiveness. 

The Services have taken careful pains 
to insure that only top notch officers, 
with promotion potential, are assigned to 
staff posts such as described in the di- 
rective. 

On the other hand, it has been impos- 
sible for a number of reasons for the Serv- 
ices to give such assignments to all who 
have a general and flag officer potential. 

One likely result of the new directive, 
as previously forecast in THE JOURNAL, is 
that many officers, aspiring to be generals 
and admirals, will seek to avoid staff duty 
in their own Service in favor of combined 
and joint staff positions. 

Journal Salutes

Captain Jordan also established a 
World's time-to-climb record for 30,000 
meters, reaching the 98,424-foot mark in 
15 minutes, 4.92 seconds from brake re- 
lease.

“no other missile in history has ap- 
proached the reliability of the Bullpup 
system.” 

The new units being outfitted with Bull- 
pup are Attack Squadrons 72 and 86 (VA-

RAdm. Paul D. Stroop, Chief of the new- 
ly-formed Bureau of Weapons, said that 
“ultimate plans call for this capability in 
all attack aircraft.”

Bullpup is 11 feet long, weighs less th 
600 pounds, and is described as “extrem 
accurate.”

Maj. Gen. Stanley T. Wray, Commander 
of Wright Air Development Center, is 
Commander of the new Division. Brig.

AMA Urges Medical 
Plans Group In JCS

The A.M.A. policy group was told at its 
Dallas meeting this month, “there is ap- 
parently no medical representation in 
the JCS organization.” 

The committee which made the pro- 
posal pointed out that “under the super- 
vision of qualified medical officers of the 
three military Services, medical repre- 
sentation is essential to effect coordin»- 
tion of the medical and health aspects of 
tactical, strategic and long range plan- 
ning in the Joint Staff, the Combinec 
Staff and the Special Command Stnffs.” 

Big spur to the action was a reported 
foul-up of medical operations during the 
Lebanon crisis. 

The A.M.A. reportedly quoted an arti- 
cle in the April 1959 Medical Bulletin of 
the U. S. Army, Europe in which Col. 
William S, Moore, MC, USA, reported 
that lack of medical planning and logis- 
tical support was “extremely critical” 
during the Lebanon operations. 

Colonel Moore pointed out that no hoz- 
vital facilities were provided to support 
the landing forces until eight days after 
the landing. 

Lack of logistical planning, the A.M.A. 
quoted Colonel Moore, gave rise to a 
high incident rate of diarrhea and other 
intestinal diseases which resulted in a 
high non-effective rate among combat 
troops. 

There was a noticeable lack of plan- 
ning for insecticides and sanitary facil- 
ities, the A.M.A. resolution related. 

A critique of the Lebanon operation is 
now being prepared by the office of Dr. 
Frank B. 3erry, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for Health and Medical. It will 
be submitted shortly to secretary of 
Defense Gates.

Engineering and scientific personnel 
from WADC are being assigned to the di- 
rectorates of Systems Engineering and 
Advanced Systems Technology. The only 
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WADC laboratory not changed is the 
Aeronautical Research Laboratory. That 
organization will be assigned to the Air 
Force Research Division in Washington, 
D. C., at a future date. Until that time, it 
will remain organizationally with the 
Wright Air Development Division. 

The bulk of the research and develop- 
ment work necessary to produce approved 
weapons systems will be handled within 
the Directorates of Systems Management 
and Systems Engineering. As in the past, 
the Directorate of Systems Management 
will directly manage the work of the var- 
ious contractors producing the weapon 
systems, The Directorate of Systems Engi- 
neering will furnish the engineering com- 
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petence necessary to direct the contrac- 
tor’s technical efforts. 

The Directorate of Advanced Systems 
Technology will be responsible for plan- 
ning future systems and for advanced 
technology leading to projected or future 
military systems. 

General Schriever said that the Weapon 
System Project Offices (WSPO), which 
previously operated under the ARDC Di- 
rectorate of Systems Management, will be 
retained under the WADD Directorate of 
Systems Management. The WSPO will 
continue to operate as they have in the 
past with their counterparts in the Aero- 
nautical Systems Center of the Air Ma- 
teriel Command.

entry of graduates on active duty, 

During the Conference, attended by 
leading educators from ROTC colleges 
and universities throughout the country, 
General Bell’s remarks were supported 
by strong statements from then Secre- 
tary of the Air Force (now Deputy Sec- 
retary of Defense) James H. Douglas, 
and from Maj. Gen. L. P. Hopwood, Air 
Force Director of Personnel Procurement 
and Training. 

Also in attendance were General 
Thomas D. White, Air Force CofS, and 
other leading Defense Department, 
Army, Navy and Air Force officials, 
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General Bell told the gathering: “I 
feel very strongly that new legislation is 
needed to modernize all ROTC programs. 
I also feel that it will require our joint 
efforts not only to arrive at mutually 
satisfactory substitute legislation, but 
also to succeed in having it enacted.” 

In a later interview with THE JOURNAL, 
the ROTC Commandant pointed out that 
the Air Force has recently made some 
changes in its ROTC program. He said 
that these changes were “just half-meas- 
ures and are patching up the existing 
courses within the law.” 

One of these changes, he said, has been 
the use of regular courses at some col- 








leges to fill some ROTC course require- 
ments. 

Some features which might be desir- 
able in the new legislation, according to 
General Bell, are: 

e Adoption of some of the provisions 
of the Navy’s Holloway Plan, to provide 
a greater selectivity in ROTC input and 
more scholarship help for the ROTC stu- 
dents. 

e@ Revision of the mandatory course 
and hour requirements in the present 
law to provide for less compulsory mili- 
tary instruction in college and more after 
entry into the Service. This would em- 
body some of the features of the Officer
